NEW YORK, May 10—(AP)—The 
Tokyo radio, in a broadcast record- 
ed by the Associated Press, report- 
ed today that an Allied submarine 
had shelled the vicinity of Horo- 
betsu village on the southeastern 
coast of Hokkaido island—the sec- 
ond largest of the string of islands 
which constitute the Japanese 
homeland.

Sales for the two weeks 
amounted to $8,519,600. This is 
66.7 per cent of the $12,769,000 set 
for the northern part of the prov- 
ince. The number of subscribers 
during the two-weeks period was 
22,043 against a quota of 22,668. 
Rural Alberta was showing the 
way in the two-weeks with sales 
amounting to $2,543,800, and the in- 
dividual subscriptions 12,259. This 
is an increase of 5,900 subscribers 
and $1,339,050 in the amount sub- 
scribed in the first two weeks of the 
Third Victory Loan. 

Swinging into the third week 
of the Fourth Victory Loan the 
sales in Edmonton at the close 
of business on Saturday amount- 
@d to $5,975,800, with 9,784 invest- 
ors participating, This is 67.8 
per cent of the quota of $8,805,000 
set for the city, it was announced 
by loan headquarters Monday. 
Sales on Saturday totalled $135,- 
250, with 690 making purchases. 

In the general sales division the 
two-weeks’ total was $2,544,100 of 
a $4,600,000 quota, the equivalent 
of 55.3 per cent.

The 
survey will be conducted by Do- 
minion government survey paer- 
tles, 

The whole area of this projected 
road has been surveyed previously, 
several years ago for railroad con- 
nect! ns with the Pacific and Great 
Eastern railway, Last summer two 
surveys were made for air routes. 

The three new road surveys will 
determine the most expeditious 
route across the mountains with 
three possible connections, 

First by way of the Peace Pass 
above Hudson's Hope which Is al- 
ready connected with Fort St. John 
by a fair dirt highway recently 
improved by the R. Melville Smith 
Construction Company in its de- 
velopment at the Packwood mine 
20 miles above Hudson's Hope, 

Secondly, by way of the Pine 
Pass where a road goes into the 
foothills from Dawson Creek to the 
Commotion Creek oil project. 

Thirdly by way of the Monkman 
Pass which, while more devious, 
presents fewer engineering prob- 
lems. 


SHORT DISTANCE 

The Peace Pass road needs only 
80 miles of road from Twenty Mile 
ranch on the Peace to Finlay Forks 
hefore a dirt road would be com- 
plete from Fort St. John to Prince 
George. 

The survey parties will be con- 
ducted by boat from above the 
Peace Canyon and all preparations 
for using the Twenty Mile ranch 
for headquarters have been made 
The project will be entirely under 
the supervision of the Canadian 
government. 

Road signs have already been 
ordered for the intersection of the 
roads at Fort St. John, one of 
which is to indicate Prince George, 
it is learned, 

The road when completed would 
connect St. John with rich coal de- 
posits, the Peace gold, the Dawson 
Creek mines and the quicksilver 
deposits.

DESTROY 930 PLANES 


The Russian aerial offensive has 
been in high gear for several days 
at scattered points along the whole 
front. An earlier announcement 
revealed that 930 German planes 
had been destroyed from May 2 to 
8 while the Russians were losing 
only 235 aircraft. 

The air attacks were directed 
largely against enemy rail points. 

The Germans were believed to 
have poured heavy reinforce- 
ments in men and planes into the 
Caucasus to keep their foothold 
on the Taman peninsula. The 
enemy was reported clinging to 
every height and rock before 
Novorossisk, 

The communique said Red army 
detachments repulsed several 
counter-attacks in the Lissichansk 
sector of the Donets basin, south- 
east of Kharkov, Three enemy 
tanks were destroyed and 200 pri- 
soners taken,

Even their enemies won’t blame the 
Axis forces for taking to their heels when 
General Coningham turned his airmen 
loose: on the Massicault sector. When 
bombers and machine-gunning fighters 
come over at the rate of four to the minute 
for nine solid hours, any recipient of their 
attentions is entitled tu feel that he would 
rather be somewhere else.

Delay Is Dangerous 


C.N.R. officials at Edmonton disclosed 
some more disturbing news about coal. 
Ordinarily Alberta coal drives the engines 
of the C.N.R. clear to Port Arthur. But 
this year “it has become necessary to ship 
American coal to points close to the Al- 
berta border.” 

At the same time Edmonton dealers 
said a late rush of orders had thrown them 
behind again with their deliveries, while 
numbers of winter miners are quitting and 
going back to their farms. From Drum- 
heller came word that the recent tie-up 
there had cut down production by 100,000 
tons. 

Householders in Edmonton and 
throughout the prairie region who depend 
on coal for winter heating will have no 
trouble seeing that they are directly in- 
volved in this situation. With production 
hampered by lack of miners, domestic 
orders in arrears, and the railways having 
to use imported coal in Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan, the chance to get the bin filled 
when cold weather comes does not look 


The prudent course obviously is to 
order now. “First come, first served” has 
to be the rule when supplies are short, and 
those who get their orders on file early 
will have the best chance—perhaps the 
only chance—to get coal by the time they 
will need it. ms 


Back to the Farms 


Men who left farms under selective ser- 
vice permits to engage in other work dur- 
ing the winter are returning, most of them 
without officials having to remind them 
of the obligation. They number 175,000, 
and practically all are expected to be at 
their old jobs by the end of the month. 
Notice is given that where necessary the 
regulations will be rigidly enforced. 

Most of these men have worked in log- 
ging camps gig, Fhe winter, others in 
industries of one kind or another. They 
have thus, in addition to the pay received, 
the satisfaction of knowing they have con- 
tributed to the carrying on of essential 
production during months when many of 
them could have done little in that respect 
by remaining on the farms.

The Prongs Are Broken 


If the Russians in the Kuban area have 
been staging an unofficial race with Gen- 
era] wer’s forces in Tunisia, they 
still have a chance to win—depending on 
how long it takes to round up the rem- 
nants of the Axis armies in the Cape Bon 


The Russian guns were lobbing shells 
into Novorossisk when the Americans 
ded their way into Bizerte and the 
ritish lst Army drove into Tunis. Which 
“bridgehead” will be first cleared of the 
enemy looks like a toss-up, though the 
Nazis in the Caucasus tip have the ad- 
vantage of short communication lines and 
near supports. 

When one Nazi army forced its way 
into the Caucusus last summer and an- 
other into Egypt, the inference was wide- 
ly drawn that these were the prongs of a 
oats pincers designed to meet e Asia 

r and enclose the whole Black Sea 
area and North Africa in their grip. If that 
was widely understood in Germany—-as it 
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was outside—to be the Fuehrer'’s plan, the 
popular reaction from subsequent and 
present developments must be particularly 
keen, The “prongs” aren't there any more. 
They have been broken. 

Neither nor both of these defeats in- 
volves a dangerous weakening of the Axis 
strength. Hitler has made up or can make 
up the loss of men by drawing on Germans 
under and over their prime, and by fresh 
levies from his subject states. He still has 
under coercive contro] the resources and 
the industry of Europe from the Pyrenees 
to beyond the Dneiper, and all the help 
Franco of Spain may think it safe to give 
him. Loss of the two outposts can neither 
cripple his armies nor the productive or- 
ganism that maintains them. 

What is involved, and heavily involved, 
is the politica) prestige of Hitler and the 
military prestige of his armies, Germans 
know now that Adolf the Great can make 
mistakes and over-reach. They also know 
that German forces can be beaten and have 
been beaten wherever they did not have 
the advantage of superior numbers or 
superior equipment. The pretence of Hitler 
infallibilty has gone by the board, and with 
it the propaganda-built notion of racial 
super-manhood. 

Aside from the direct materia] results 
of the twin-defeats, this shaking of Ger- 
man faith in the Fuehrer’s leadership and 
in the all-conquering power of German 
armies is bound to have reactions, in Ger- 
many, in Italy, in Japan, in the over-run 
countries, in the neutral states, and cer- 
tainly in the United hats 

Those who take satisfaction when a 
record of any kind is broken should be 
pleased with the western weather. Winni- 
peg reports that May temperatures are the 
lowest for 70 years, and nobody in Edmon- 
ton needs to look up the score to know that 
we are holding our own in the climatic 
contest.

To start with, let me say that I 
}have decided ‘to discontinue the 
|rumor clinic which has been @ fea- 
jture of this broadcast for nearly a 
year. There are two reasons for 
this decision; 

First, because there are very few 
new rumors. The misconceptions 
which arose from human gullibilty 
—or stupidity—have all been 
pretty well ironed out, at one time 
or another, while 
those which are 
obviously of en- 
emy origin, as 
most of the 
cheapest ones 
are, seem to fol- 
low the same 
monotonous pat- 
tern, month in 
and month out, 
Nazi invention, so 
far as the agents 
in pcr id are 
concerned, seems 
to be worno Berelg L. Wole 
threadbare. So you see, there is 
no particular reason for laboring 
the same points over and over 
again. In other words, intelligent 
Canadians have acquired an excel- 
lent technique for debunking these 
tall stories by themselves without 
any research assistance from me. 

The second reason for abandon- 
ing the rumor clinic is that this 
feature, having lost the major part 
of its usefulness, fails to afford 
that same link between myself and 
my listeners as used to be accom- 
plished by the mail bag. In short, 
the rumor clinic does not offer the 
same opportunity for merry give- 
and-take as was the case when I 
used to give the more hectic part 
of my correspondence to the air. 


Indignation 


When I was a very yeung man, 
learning the rudiments of journal- 
ism, my editor used to impress 
upon all his cubs that any reporter 
who did not get good and mad, at 
least once a day, was' net worth a 
tinker's dam. In other words, it 
was his theory that the good jour- 
nalist must be in a perpetual lath- 
er of righteous indignation. “Jour- 
Nalism,” he said, “is a profession of 
protest.” 

So well did I learn that lesson 
that my life has been a sort of 
scrivening Donnybrook Fair ever 
since. The tragic paradox of the 
journalist is that he must be fur- 
iousily disturbed in order to be 
serene; he must be wretchedly dis 
contented in order to be happy. 

So you can imagine the exhilar- 
ation, then, that comes from open- 
ing one’s mail in the morning and 
finding the beginnings of a few 
hot arguments, frequently express- 
ed, as all fighting sentiments 
should be expressed, in brisk little 
words of four letters. 

The temptation, then, to chuck 
the rumor clinic in order to res- 
store the mail bag is too great to 
be borne. This is to announce, 
therefore, that the mail bag will be 
restored, and that your reporter 
will weleome, with peculiar jour- 
nalistic nostalgia, letters of com- 
ment for use in this broadcast. 
Epistles of intelligent and con- 
struetive abuse will, as always, re- 
ceive first and fondest considera- 
tion. 


Prevocative 
Perhaps it is the amazing pre- 
i science of my little pubiic that is 


responsible for the fact that this 
week has already seen a slight 
trickle of provocative documents 
Starting towards my desk. 

For instance, I have had four or 
five violent protests about what 1! 
} said, last week, of the Polish-Rus- 
sian dispute. Most of these were 
couched in extravagant praise of 
Russia and voiced the opinion that 
Russia was entitled to whatever 
she could grab out of Europe. 

This frame of mind, of course, 
only illustrates how tremendously 
difficult it is to keep one’s mental 
balance during the turnmoil of @ 
world war.

This week in world affairs, like 
the two preceding weeks, was re- 
markable, less for what was accom- 
plished than for the promise it 
held out of imminent events. 

It is true that the progress in 
North Africa was immense. The 
British, Americans and French col- 
laborated in military movements 
that were highly successful. And 
British generalship again was re- 
vealed as the most capable of any 
yet demonstrated on any side in 
this war. Indeed, the quality of 
our leadership in North Africa has 
made it impossible to ever again 
repeat the reproach that was level- 
led against our military men when 
the Japanese were driving every- 
thing before them in the Pacific. 

Yet the splendid genius and suc- 
cess of the African campaign ap- 
peared to be insignificant beside 
the projected invasion of Hitler's 
Europe which the German radio 
continued, with some hysteria, to 
predict as being near. 

The Germans declare there is a 
tremendous concentration of ship- 
ping at Gibraltar. And while this 
assertion, so frequently repeated 
this week, was likely intended to 
goad our people into divulging 
some _ useful information, the 
chances are it was quite true. It 
will be remembered that the Nazis 
were broadcasting information 
about the Allied fleet for the North 
African landing last Fall some 
days before the event actually took 
place. 


Logical 

And after all, as I pointed out 
last week, there is no reason why 
the invasion of South Europe 
should await the surrender of the 
last Axis soldier on African soil. 

In fact, the capture of Sicily ap- 
pears to be the logical next move 
for our forces. Sicily is the natural 
bridge between Africa and the 
Italian mainland. Only 90 miles 
separate Sicily from Africa and 
all through-shipping must pass this 
point. 

One of the cardinal objectives of 
the whole African offensive is to 
reopen. the Mediterranean shif- 
ping routes. Any allied invasion of 
Italy or any attack uP through the 
Balkans calls for a wide-open Med- 
iterranean for United Nations ton- 
nage. 

It is only 3,300 nautical miles 
from Britain to Egypt via the Med- 
iterranean while it is 11,500 nauti- 
cal miles around Africa. 

Thus, the belief that an invasion 
of Sicily is imminent is quite ra- 
tional. No wonder, then, that the 
great events in Africa are over- 
shadowed by anticipation of great- 
er events in the very near future. 

But anticipation runs high on 
every battle line. The Japanese 
are making threatening motions in 
all directions. Australia and India 
and even the North American con- 
tinent appear to be menaced. And 
the Germans, mot content with 
talking about an Allied invasion of 
Sicily, are throwing out hints that 
Britain may be due for a struggle 
with Nazi invaders. 


Astonishment 


Now there is one very remark- 
able thing about all this that seems 
to me to be worth comment. And 
that is that while we are all agog

No attention is paid to facts of 
time. Mr. Davies, coming back to 
America via England is depicted as 
entering his ship at the moment 
when the German-Russian pact is 
signed. Later in Washington, he 
testifies before a Senate committee 
that the war will come in two 
months, that is to say in August or 
September. But the Russo-German 
pact was signed exactly one week 
before the war began! 

The United States Senate as de- 
picted is composed exclusively of 
isolationists and idiots. It would be 
a bad film to send abroad to nations 
that don't believe in parliamentary 
systems. I myself have testified on 
several occasions before Senate 


committees, sometimes against the, 


prevailing opinion, but I have never 
encountered as a body, such morons 
as depicted in this film. 


It is historically dubious to try 
to prove that another attitude in 
| 1939 on the part of the isolationists 
might have prevented the war. By 
that time it was much.too late. 


Purge Trials 
The famous purge trials are 
grossly fictionalized. These several 
trials stretched over a period of two 
| vonrs. Here they are all telescoped 
into oné, and in it ip a figure who 
never appeared in any of the publie 
trials—namely Marshal Tukhachew- 
sky. He was afrested. together with 
other generals, secretly court-mar- 
tialed and shot. There was no pos 
| sbiility of confronting him—as hap- 
| pens in this remarkable picture— 
| with Krestinsky and Bucharin, be- 
cause both of them were already 
dead. No one knows what Marshal 
Tukbachewsky said for or against 
himself—no one except Warner 
Brothers. 
As an American. living under the 
sreat tradition of western law, I 
intensely resent the inference of the 
film that these trials established 
justice according to any procedure 
eccentable to us. Jn the film Mr. 
Davies remarks that he believes the 
| men guilty, Maybe. But these trials 
are no proof. 
There is no attorney for the de- 


fence, and no cross-examination of 
the defendants, except by the pro- 
seeutor, No witnesses are called. 
All defendants confess, except 
Krestinsky, who is condemned on 
the evidence of the others, and their 
confessions are the sole evidence, 
Under Anglo-Saxon law a man may 
not be compelled to testify against 
himself and must be defended, even 
though he does not want to be. 


Must Be Proved 

In case of a capital crime, involv. 
ing a death sentence, our judisprue 
dence will not accept a plea of 
guilty. The charge has to be proved 
by incontrovertible evidence. 

Is it the purpose of this film to 
suggest that those safeguards, for 
the establishment of which men 
have worked and fought through 
the ages, are buncombe? Is the 
public to be educated to accept this 
sort of court proceeding? 

The film presents Kar] Radek as 
a peculiarly loathsome. character, 
confessing—as he did—to participa- 
tion in the whole plot. But it fails 
to record that Mr. Radek was not 
executed by the Soviet. He got a 
ten years’ prison sentence. Why? 
Maybe Warner Brothers didn't 
know that answer. 

The tastelessness of the film is 
appalling. The British and Polish 
ambassadors ‘also representing al- 
lies of ours) are presented as asses 
—in contrast, of course, to the in- 
effable wisdom of us Americans. 

The president of the United 
States is introduced—as a voice, a 
back, and whiff of smoke, much in 
the manner that God is introduced 
on the stage. 

The producers showed no such 
piety toward Churchill, Stalin or 
Kalinin. It would have been move 
convincing if they had, for the pore 
traits of them are terrible. 

It has been suggested that this 
film needs cutting. It does—indefi- 
nitely.

OTTAWA.—The following is the official Hansard re- 
port of the views expressed by M. J. Coldwell, Co-operative) of “Mutual Aid.”

Mr. M. J. Coldwell (Rosetown- 
Biggar): Mr. Speaker, I «as rather 
hoping that the debate would be ad- 
journed this afternoon so that we 
might have an opportunity of look- 
ing over the complete statement the 
minister has made, However, | take 
it that we shall be able to go into 


the details of this appropriation 
when we are discussing this reso- 
lution in committee or on the bill 
itself; consequently if we confine 
ourselves to general remarks we 
shall be doing all that is necessary 
at this time. I noticed that the. hon, 
member for Danforth (Mr. Harris) 
confined himself to a few major 
points. 

On behalf of the party with which 
1 am associated I should like to say 
that we support unhesitatingly the 
idea of a gift to the United Nations. 
We believe that Canada is in a fav- 
ored position. So far throughout 
the war we have been remote from 
devastating air raids and we have 
suffered relatively little from the 
im»act of war. True, we have lost a 
na 'ber of splendid boys in the air 
on the sea and jn the army, but 
none the less the civilian population 
of this country has been exceeding- 
ly fortunate in escaping the diffi- 
culties and hardships which others 
of the Allied nations have had to 
encounter. 


SECRET SESSION 

I notice that the minister, in reply 
fo a suggestion of the hon. mem- 
ber for Danforth that we should go 
into the details of the gift made last 
year and what it is proposed to do 
this year, said he would be prepared 
to do so, or words to that effect, 
provided that the censorship regu 
lations would permit. If that is the 
case, if in this house we are to be 
subjected to a censorship of dis- 
cussions of expenditures of funds 
that have been raised in this Do 
minion by parliament for the pur- 
poses of war; if we cannot discuss

“these expenditures publicly, I sub- 
mit, Mr. Speaker, that we have a 
real case for a secret session at 
which these expenditures can be 
| brought before the house and the 
| house judge as to the necessity for 
| publicity or otherwise. My own 
}opinion is that we are not in this 
parliament sufficiently well inform- 
ed as to the policies that are being 
pursued, both in relation to our 
external affairs as a nation and in 
relation to some of the commit- 
ments and the expenditures that we 
are making. I suggest that if there 
is any doubt whether the minister 
can give information because of the 
| inadvisability of revealing anything 
of value to enemy countries, steps 
should be taken to ensure that this 
house can get that information in 
the only other manner in which it 
can get it, in a closed or secret 
session 
I too have noted with a good deal 
of misgiving not only rumors as to 


what occurred last year in regard to 
certain proportions of our gift to 
Britain, but criticisms and state. 
ments in the public press of this 
country. I have before me a copy 
of a widely read national magazine, 
Maclean's of March 15, 1943. When 
I read this article in Maclean's | 
was disturbed, because this state- 
ment is made, and I would ask the 
minister to say something about it 
at the appropriate opportunity 
when we are in committee:

ON BRITISH ACCOUNT 


Again, in the same connection, as 
the minister said in the course of 
his remarks this afternoon, we have 
sent large volumes of supplies to 
some of our allied countries, sup- 
plies which amount to many hun. | 
dreds of millions of dollars, to Rus- 
sia, for example. We all wish tbat 
we could send more goods than 
have been sent both to Russia and 
to China--China, which is perhaps 
in even greater Meed thar our Rus- 
sian ally. But these gifts, as I un- 
derstand it, bave all gone forward 
on British account, and Canada has 
not received the credit which she 
should have received for the gifts 
we have made. | disagree with the 
member for Danforth that we} 
should rely on the making of this | 
gift to Britain and allow Britain to 
distribute the Canadian gift. I sug. 
gest that we are no longer in that 
stage of our development; that Can. | 
ada is a nation and must assume | 
her obligations as a nation. What 
we do as a nation we should do as 
a nation. We cannot always expect, 
if 1 may put it in this way, to hang 
on to mother's apron strings. The 
time has come when we should 
adopt the more direct plociy which 
the minister has suggested this 
afternoon. 

I do not agree with the minister 
that we should not repatriate Cana- 
dian securities that are now held in 
Great Britain. Let us remember 
that the repatriation of these secur 
ties will make no difference to the 
common people of Great Britain. It 
might make some difference to cer. 
tain financial instiutions and indi- 
Viduals in Great Britain, but for the 
life of me I cannot see how it can 
make any difference so far as the 
British people are concerned. 1 
know that this is a gift, and there- 
fore 1 am not suggesting that

SEATTLE, May 10—(AP)—The 
Washington racing commission Sat- 
urday turned down the request of 
the Washington Jockey Club to 
operate the Longacres race track 
just south of here, this svmmer.

According to the city police re- 
Port of the accident, the driver 
of the milk truck stopped in front 
of a house at 12032 63 street to 
make a delivery and had then 
continued along the east side of 
the street, to make another de- 
livery at 12040 63 street. 

Three small boys and a little 
girl were playing near a smal] bush 
along the road. 

Stewart said he warned the chil- 
dren to keeu away as he had to 
back his truck to turn. He repeated 
the warning but one small boy (it 
was probably Kostiw) insisted on 
touching the truck. 


DRIVER'S REPORT 

The driver told police he swung 
the rear of the truck west and was 
completing his turn when he saw a 
small child lying on the ground 
near the front wheel. He immedi- 
ately stopped the truck, which was 
moving at about five miles per 
hour. He picked up the child and 
carried it into the house at 12029 
63 street. 

It proved to be the Kostiw home. 
Stewart handed the child to its 
mother, then telephoned for a doc- 
tor, the ambulance and the city 
police. 

Smith's ambulance and a doctor 
arrived but the child was dead be- 
fore assistance reached him. 

Const. A. E, Woodward of the 
city police traffic department, 
who investigated, interviewed Dr.

This week's series of menus for 
a family of four provides two 
roasts, and meat on three other 


days. Here's how it works: (1),| 


roast stuffed shoulder of veal; (2). 
green peppers stuffed with ham- 
burger; (3), left-over veal biscuit 
roll, or cold sliced veal; (4), roast 
leg of lamb; (5), minced left-over 


lamb and green peppers on toast. 
On the other two days of the 


week the protein will be supplied 
by shrimp in rice ring for dinner 
and creamed codfish, family style, 
for luncheon; and by a,casserole 
ef red kidney beans for luncheon 
and a spinach souffle (3 eggs) and 
erisp bacon for dinner. Dessert 
supplies protein, too, in Camem- 
Dert cheese, served with raw apple 
and wholewheat crackers. 

In order to get a large amount 
of meat this week the budget must 
go easy on butter, fats and oils 
Because butter is not abundant in 
the menus, the family should eat 
lots of raw carrots for vitamin A, 
and drink as much milk as pos-

sible. Use bacon drippings for 
cooking or for wilted salad. All 
meat fat should be fried out and 
used. 

Remember to use adequate 
amounts of milk, non-rationed 
cheese such as cream or cottage, 
iLederkranz and Camembert, and 
at least two tablespoons of fat per 
person in cooking a day. Otherwise 
the diet will, be lacking in fats. 
Serve yellow vegetables and green 
salads frequently to provide ade- 
quate amounts of vitamin A.

“Since the beginning of the war 
in September, 1939, a total of 55,000 
miles of cloth have been made into 
clothes for the armed services and 
almost twice this amount has been 
used for the clothes of industrial 
workers. There is a drastic problem 
to find the best ways of reducing 
the amount of material bought and 
used by the women of Canada for 
everyday,” she said. 

On one of her addresses in Tor- 
onto, Mrs. Aitken asked the women 
of her audience, how many were 
interested in making over old 
clothes. She was so snowed under 
with requests for information that 
she gained the idea of setting up 
remake centres in the cities of 
Canada and out of this has come 
the Remake Review. 


TWO PEOPLE ONLY 

Only two people travel’ with the 
show which has displayed to thou- 
sands of women in Toronto, Mont- 
real, Quebec, Sherbrooke, Hamil- 
ton, London, Kitchener, Port Ar- 
thur, Fort William and Winnipeg. 
The two are Mrs. Aitken and Mrs. 
Nancy White. In the cities that 
they visit they contact different 
women’s organizations and arrange 
for a hall, 14 to 20 models, and 
music, The show, which is without 
charge for interested women, be- 
gins with a short prologue telling 
of the need to get old but good 
clothes out of closets and onto 
backs, of the stressing need for 
saving of materials for war pur- 
poses. During the modeling of the 
clothes which have been made in 
the Remake centres, the narrator 
gives the women helpful hints, 
trade secrets of the clothing manu- 
facturers to aid them in the mak- 
ing of new clothes from old. 

To each woman who attends the 
shows is given a complete and 
simple book featuring patterns, 
fdeas, and showing just how the 
clothes look before and after. Be-

great job of work, aiding their 
menfolk to get on with the war. So 
are the British Auxiliary Territorial 
Service, the Wrens and the Waafs. 
But they really are not new. 

Women were in uniform in the 
First Great War and have had an 
active part in about everything 
worthy of the name. Miss Lillian 
Barker, 69, who organized Britain's 
women for w&r back in 1914, says 
many of the things being done by 
women in this war were done in 
her day too. She expressed wonder. 
ment at “all the fuss and bother 
about modern planning.” 

“We were doing many of the 
things in the last war that are 
introduced as new in reconstruc- 
tion plans now,” she said. “We 
taught men cookery and women 
carpentry just as they do today.” 


IN FRONT LINE NOW 


The role of women in war has so 
grown in importance that it is 
admitted that they are indispens- 
able. Today you find women war- 
riors doing jobs of all kinds, with 
status equal to that of the men. A 
girl in battle dress manning a bar- 
rage balloon, a searchlight or anti- 
aircraft gun can't be treated as 
though she were good only for 
boiling a jag of spinach, She's a 
soldier. 

Britain's first A.T.S. probably 
were those women who formed a 
detachment with Sir John Hawk- 
wood's Free Company nearly 600 
years ago. Sir John was the soldier 
of fortune who commanded a mixed 
company .of volunteers which oper- 
ated in Gascony and took Pau by 
atorm in 1359. Eventually all the 
Free Companies followed Sir 
John’s example, so the records 
show, and had a special division of 
women under their own sergeants, 

When the companies were in 
camp it was the duty of the women 
to carry hay, straw and wood, to 
fill up ditches, dykes and pits, clean 
tents and help the soldiers. In 
times of action they were to be 
found in the front line.” During 
sieges they filled moats with fag- 
gots and brushwood to enable sol- 
diery to storm fortresses and at 
Crecy women helped pull gun car- 
riages out of the mud.

In discussing problems of the 
years to come, Mr. Bracken said

strengthened to enable them not 
only to hold the Japanese but. 
eventually, to “drive them back 
to their dens of treachery.” 


Speaking over the national net- 
work of the Canadian Broadcast- 
ing Corporation upon his recent 
tour of Australia and New Zealand, 
Mr. Brockington said: 

“The Australians are not a peo- 
ple in panic—they never were and 
they never will be: In the dark 
days after Pear] Harbor and Singa- 
pore, stripped of their best and 
strongest youth, they had reason to 
be restless; they had no British 
fleet between them and the enemy, 
no United Staies troops on their 
shores. 


EAGER TO ATTACK 


“They don't shout, ‘Come and 
defend us’—they shout, ‘Come and 
join us in attacking the enemy.’ 
Every American in Australia is 
helping to defend the other's 
country. Australia is as.‘much a 
defence to America as America is 
to Australia.” 

The Australians and New Zea- 
landers have no illusions about 
their enemy in the Pacific, Mr. 
Brockington said. “I! remember 
that a high-ranking general said 
to me that the Japanese was not 
@ good soldier and not well led, 
but there are no two views about 
his toughness, 

“Hundreds of Japanese have 
preferred to drown rather than 
accept rescue from American 
crews. I was told of a Japanese 
officer who crawled from a cave 
surrounded by a detachment of 
American Marines, both his legs 

shot off. 


HUMAN BOMB 

“He waved a white 
shouted that he wanted to sur- 
render. An American sergeant 
shot him, and was rebuked by the 
leader of the detachment for in- 
humanity; seconds later, the Jap- 
anese officer, a human bomb, 
blew up. The Japanese will not 
surrender. Civilization has not 
penctrated very deeply into them, 
but courage is there.” 

Mr. Brockington said “more New 
Zealanders have enlisted, gone 
overseas won decorations, and suf- 
fered casualties than the men of 
any other land on the Allied side.”

Smith is the youngest brigad- 
ier in the Canadian army overseas 
and also has‘the distinction of hav- 
ing obtained the rank at an earlier 
age than any other Canadian of- 
ficer.
